Relief Works.—The numbers employed on the relief works show a slight decrease. On 
“ Rassan Bagh” the average has been 250, against 260 in the preceding fortnight ; on the 
Ryan tank 300 against 320; and on Para Bagh 220 against 270. Indeed, so difficult is it now 
“to get labor, that it has been necessary wit last two or three days to take the workmen 
off the “ Rassan Bagh” and put them on to “ Tara Bagh” in order that there may be some 
chance of one of the works being completed before the regular setting in of the rains. It 
has now been proved that the works were too large and too many for the demand, as work 
‘ sought as it was anticipated it would be.

Relieving House-—Dr. Mohendro Laul Gupto, the Culna manager of the relief operations, 
that “ very few people were willing at first to work for their food, but the number of 
these is steadily increasing,” and, in fact, the returns show an increase of 300 in the numbers 
fed since the first day on which work was required ; still the labor test has had the effect 
here, as well as elsewhere, of decreasing the daily average, and 500 is the number which this 
fortnight opposes to the 1,150 of former statements. No distress is reported, the aged 
and infirm Brahmins, travellers, &c. are gratuitously fed, and the sick attended and cared 
for at the Raj Dispensary, in the compound of which the food-depdt is situated. 

Retief Works—It has becn found necessary to stop the excavation of the Somaj 
Barri Diggi, as the number of people seeking employment was quite inadequate to the 
requirements of the work, and a very large sum of moncy would have been uselessly 
expended bad the work been continued. It was said in a former statement that the work 
would take 800 bands for four‘or five months, but that it wax not intended to force the 
work, but to keep it open for the large number of people who were expected to apply for 
employment later in the period of distress; instead of an increase there has been a Decssaia 
in the numbers, and the manner in which they have fluctuated is incomprehensible, Some 
days there were few over 200), and on others over 600, but the daily average has been” 
about $00.
